NATION MAY DEMAND DEBTS 


General Support of Coolidge Altitude Leads to Con- 
ference With Borah at White House 


(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE] . 
WASHINGTON, May 23.—The Washington administration is giving 
consideration to the question of exerting additional pressure on the gov- 
ernment’s foreign debtors to hasten funding negotiations. 


Convinced of the solid support 
of the American people, responsible 
officiale feel that they are war- 
ranted in going shead on the 
course charted by the first moves 
made some weeks ago. in advie- 
ing the foreign nations that in the 
opinion of this government the 
time has come for settlement of 
their obligations te the United 
States. 

Officials are highly pleased and 
in some inetances agreeably sur- 
prised, it was declared today, ut 
the apparent unanimity of the 
support accorded the administra- 
tion on its initial steps to obtam 
commitments for payments. The 
feeling that the collection pres- 
sure should be applied to war 
and post-war debts alike was ex- 
pressed in official quarters. The 
government hopes and expects 
that the loans will be consolidated 
inte one funding arrangement and 
the American debt commission i 
prepar to consider no other 
plans, it was deciared officially. 

There was today also the offi- 
cial intimation of a deside to pub- 
lish the actual obligations of every 
nation indebted to the United States 
and show how much principal and 
interest had been received on ac- 
count of those debts. 

Another development was a vis- 
it to the White House by Senator 
Borah, chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations who 


was summoned by the President for 
a talk on the debts situation. 
While there was no statement 
lesued after the conference, it was 
indicated that the President feels 
that he has the hearty backing of 
the nation tn the program outlined. 
The Prealdent previously has 
been represented as holding that 
there can be no differences per- 
mitted among the fereign obliga- 
tions as set up by seme of the na-

of Senatorial support. 

Mr. Borah believes that the sen- 
timent of the Senate is er- 
whelmingly in faver of regarding 
loans, prearmistice, reconstruction 
relief and supply sales as falling 
within one category and therefore 
subject to the same treatment. The 
information that the new steps to 
hurry funding negotiations were 
impending gave rise to a rumor 
that a meeting of the debt com- 
mission soon would be called.

New Yorkers were sweltering in

The largest amount collected b 
any State was $11,993,222, whic 
was raised by California by a tax 
of 2 cents a gallon. Next was the 
State of Pennsylvania, which col- 
lected $9,089,541 by a cent tax. 
Other States which collected a con- 
siderable amount included Indiana. 
which collected $4.925,372 in a 2- 
cent tax rate; North Carolina, 
which took in $4,529,048 dy im- 
posing a tax of 3 cents a gallon: 
Georgia, which collected $4,527.- 
471 with a 3-cent tax; Texas, which 
raised $3,892,769 with a l-cent tax: 
Florida, which raised $3,658,677 
with a 3-cent rate; Virginia, which 
raised $3,313,188 with a %-cent 
tax, and Oklahoma, which collected 
$2,983,501 with a tax of 2 1-2 cents. 

Among the eleven States which 
are still holding out against the 
gasoline tax are some of those with 
larger industrial cities, including 
New York, Illinois, Masschusetts 
and Ohio. Others of the eleven 


came so shallow that an employee 


acted new laws since the begin- 
ning of the present year are Kan- 
sas and Michigan, both of which 
have imposed a tax of 2 cents a 
gallon. Also since the first of the 
year North Carolina has raised its 
tax from’ 3 to 4 cents; Tennessee 
from 2 to 3 cents, and Wyoming 
from 1 to 2 1-2 cents. 


RANGE OF FOUR CENTS 

The tax rates in the various 
States range 
conts a Fallon. 
North Carolina are the only States 
which have gone as high as 7 
cents. Arizona, Florida, Georgia, 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Missouri, 
Oregon, South Carolina and Vir- 
ginia have a rate of 3 cents. Okla- 
homa, Utah and Wyoming have «a 
rate of 2 1-2 cents. 

A tax of 2 cents a gallon comes 
closest to being the standard rate. 
This rate prevails in Alabama, 
California. Colorado. Delaware, 
Idaho, Loulsiana, Maryland, Mon- 
tana, New Hampshire, Pennsy!- 
vania, South Dakota, Washington, 
West Virginia and the District of 
Colum ia. 

States which have imposed «a 
tax of only 1 cent are Conrecticut, 
Maine, New Mexico, North Dakota, 
Texas and Vermont. 

In behalf of the gasoline tax it 
is argued thet it is one of the im- 
plest taxes to collect and that in- 
asmuch as it is absorbed in the 
price of gasoline purchased by the 
motorists it is not excessively bur- 


densome. In some States where 
it is designed as a partial substi- 
tute for.» high automobile license 
tag fee, as in the State of Mary- 
land, a good many motorists are 
said to prefer this tax. In other 
States where the Ucense fees were 
already low and the gasoline | 
means a new burden there is con- 
siderable opposition.

Statistics of the Bureau of Pub- 
ue Roads show a steady increase 
in motor-vehicle registration in the! 
various States. The grand total of 
motor cars registered in the States 
ia 1924, including passenger cars, 
motor trucks, taxis, busses and cars 
for hire was 17,591,981. This rep- 
resented an increase of 16.6 per 
cent over the total of 15,090,936 in 
1923. 
Registered in 1924 were 16,371,- 
570 passengers cars; 2,131,332 mo- 
tor trucks, and 89,079 taxis, busses 
and cars for hire. These totals do 
not include 44,986 official cars and 
trucks owned by the States, and 
163,923 motorcycies. 

The total gross receipts by the 
States from registration fees, I- 
censes, permits, etc. in 1924 
amounted to $225,492,262, of which 
$184,393.071 was applied on high- 
way construction work. 

New York State had the largest 
number of motor cars in 1924, its 
total being 1,412,879. Next in or- 
der was California with 1,319,394, 
followed by Ohio with 1,241,600. 
Pennsytvania with 1,228,258 and 11 
linols with 1,119,236. 

New York State took in 924.

EFFORTS LAUNCHED TO SAVE 
UNIQUE BEECH OCCUPYING , 
BUILDING SITE

NEW YORK, May 23.—Efforts 
are being made by Borough Pres- 
ident Connolly of Queens to insure 
the preservation in Flushing, L. 
I., of ane of the most famous trees 
in this country, a weeping beech 
which is nearly seventy feet high

Later in the day Eugene spoke 
of his impressions of the journey 
to Washington and his expertences 
there. “You know, I believe one 
reason IT was able to get second 
plate was that the day before the 
finals my father took me to the 
Coagressional Library where I saw 
the original draft of the Constitu- 
tion and the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence,” he sald. “I believe 
this made a deeper impression on 
my mind than anything else on the 
whole “trip. 

“Of course, I have heard and 
read about these documents ever 
since I started to go to school and 
@uring the last few months have 
devoted hard study to them. But 
here was the real thing. the names 
of the great men who wrote them 
appearing at the bottom in their 
own hand-writing. It inspired me 
more than all I had read and 
studied, and I told my father that 
I felt sure I could give my oration 
that evening much 0better than 
ever before.“ 

The day after the contest the 
group of seven finalists were taken 
about Washington as guests dt the 
Washington Star, to see the points 
of interest in the capital. 

“I believe the most interesting 
part of that tour was the cruise 
up the Potomas to Mt. Vernon in 
the Syiph, the official yacht of 
Secretary of the Navy Wilbur, who 
was a member of the party, said 
Eugene. “We were taken all 
through George Washington's 
home, saw the room in which he 
died, the cane he used to carry, 
bis spectacles and books contain- 
ing notations fi his own hand. It 
Was a great experience.” 

After his Washington visit 
Eugene and his father went to 
New York, Niagara Falis, and 
other points of interest in the 
East. They stopped to visit rela- 
tives in lowa and Minnesota on 
their return trip, where Eugene 
was invited to deliver his oration 
before two high school audiences. 

“I never realized before what a 
tremendously big country this is,” 
said Eugene. “Going to Washing- 
ton, we rode on a train that se!- 
dom stopped for four days and 
nights. It gave me a chance to | 
see with my own eyes how many | 
different kinds of ways there are 
of making a living in this country 
and how many different kinds of 
people there are in it. In New 
York, it seems to me, we hardly 
heard an English work spoken ai!

At present, the office of the Pacific Coast League is in Los An- 
geles. That is true as far as the office, the office lease and the office 
furniture and fixtures are concerned, but as a matter of fact the execu- 
tive office of the league is wherever President Harry A. Williams hap- 
pens to be. Today the league office may be in the Hollingsworth 
Bullding at Sixth and Hill in Los Angeles. Tonight it may be on the 
Padre bound for San Francisco, the day following in the Hotel Oak- 
land or the St. Francis or Palace. The following night on the Shasta 
Limited and two days later in one of leading hotels of Seattle. There 
is an invisitie web which reaches out from the president to the eight 
His-laison with the eight cities of the league must 
be complete at all times. Never is he sure of a moment which he 
can call absolutely his own. He never experiences any of the joys of 
isolation, or the pleasure of being able to plan anything for himself 
an hour in advance. 

There are only a few routine matters which can be attended to 
in his office when he is on the road such as waivers and the averages. 
Umpires, when they have trouble with managers or players, wire direct 
to the president in Los Angeles.

heart, the dark venous blood 
gathers from all parts of the body, 
rushes through the lung arteries 
into these little vessels. This pur- 
ple blood is loaded with poisonous 
carbonic acid gas, which leaks 
through the very thin walls of the 
blood vessels and air celle and 
mingles with the air and is then 
breathed out. At the same time 
oxygen from the air that has just 
been drawn into the lungs finds 
ite way through cell walls and ves- 
sel walls into the blood. The blood 
gains oxygen and loses carbonic 
acid; the air gains carhonic acid 
and loses oxygen. Volatile organic 
matter and watery vapor are also 
breathed out with the carbonic 
acid. This organic matter is prac- 


tically the most polsonous con- 
stituent of expired air. 
Headaches, drowsiness and 


weariness in a closed room are 
largely due to it. To get rid of it 
is the prime object of ventilation. 


PROCESS OF OXIDATION 
Oxidation — Combustible sub- 
stances. contain elements called 


carbon and hydrogen. The oxy- 
gen which is in the air unites with» 
the carbon or hydrogen of the 
burning body, and this process is 
called oxidation. Heat is given 
out when bodies burn. One result 
of oxidation is the production of 
Warmth or heat. Oxidation is 
vonstantly going on in the body. 
In food are the same elements 
which are in the fuel burned in 
the stove or furnace, or in a can- 
dle, or in the oi] of a lamp. We 
breathe in oxygen; this oxygen 
gets into the blood and then 
unites with the elements of food. 
The food is oxidizei. In this way 
animal heat is produced and life 
is sustained. Breathing is one of 
the chief means of keeping the 
body warm. Oxygen is breathed 
in by the lungs and filters into 
the blood; it is carried hither and 
thither by the blood; it unites in 
the blood or tissues with the ele- 
ments of the food.

Valley to discuss ways and means for promoting trade and commerce be- 
tween that section and Mexico; the other was the plan outlined by the lo- 
cal Chamber of Commerce for receiving and entertaining the prize win- 
ners in the Mexican constitutional oratorical contest. 

Neither of these events was sensational. No blood was shed; there 
was no incitement to arms; the peace of neither republic was threatened. 
But the two mark the first steps in movements of vast import for both the 
Mexican and the American peoples; for they herald the peaceful develop- 
ment of the potential natural resources of Mexico. 

Three hundred years ago Mexico was more populous, much farther 
advanced than the territory that now forms the United States. But the 
Spanish colonial development of Mexico did not keep pace with the Anglo- 
Saxon development farther north. The trouble was that too many of the 
Spaniards came to plunder and too few to found a new homeland. 

The real development of the territory lying between the Rio Grande

BELLOWING FORTIES

The church authorities 
closed a lease with Den for the 
ranch and the latter, accompanied 
by Sherif W. W. Twist and a 
party of friends, went to the prop- 
erty. Twist was a soldier of 
Stephenson's Regiment also, and 
aman of unfailing courage. 

At this time cattle were worth 
in the neighborhood of $100 a 
head, and were usually driven on 
the hoof to San Francisco or the 
gold diggings. Powers was prepar- 


ing to stand a rodeo of 1000 head 
of the cattle he had just appro- 
priated when the party appeared 
and ran him off. 


BULLETS IN THE BACK * 
It was always a mystery why he 
didn't put up a fight, but he suf- 
fered himself to be dispossessed 
peacably. Don Nicolas left in 
charge of the rancho a young 
friend of his named Tom Meehan. 


One night soon after an Indian 
crept into town under cover of 
darkness and delivered to Don 


Nicolas’s house the following note: 
“They are after me. There are 
matters I should tee vou about but 


I cannot reach the town. I have 
started many times but they are 
always waiting.” 

Two days later Meehan's body 
was found on the top of Refugio 
Pass. Three of Powers's bullies 
strutted into town and testified 
at the inquest that they were 
forced to fire on Meehan in Self- 
defence. The complaisant justice 
rendered a verdict of justifiable 
homicide, and discharged the three 
in spite of the fact that there were 
thirty bullet wounds in Meehan— 
all in the back! 

Don Nicolas then decided to go 
to a finish with Powers. He sued 
for a writ of ejectment to force the 
bandit from San Antonio Rancho. 
Powers went to Don  Nicolas's 
home, armed with two pistols. to 
end the dispute once for all. 

Don Nicolas was a much smaller 
man, and somewhat older. He was 
unarmed. After a few hot words, 
Powers rushed at him, tugging at 
a pistol. Donna Rosa Den, in an 
adjoining room heard the alterca- 
tion. The beautiful young Spanish 
weman stepped to the side of her 
husband and asked quietly: 

“Que secede, Senor Powers’?” 
(What is happening, Mr. Powers”) 


HALTED BY SENORA 


Powers halted abruptly his sav- 
age advance. His hands unclosed, 
dropped. Over his face came a 
look of shame and contrition. He 
bowed low, a bow unknewn o 
rough and ready Zalifornia. and 
one that savored og far-off draw- 
ing rooms. Without a word he 
withdrew. 

Den watched the change and the 
retreat in astonishment. When his 
young wife turned to him and 
said: “That young man is of gentle 
breeding, Nicolas, he readily 
agreed. 

“Jack Powers's Rebellion” broke 
out soon after. Jack went from 
Den's home to the Sheriff's office 
to warn Twist, his one-time com- 
rade in arms, that the writ of 
ejectment must not issue.

Who said peace?“ Why, right 
here in town we have Dr. Axel 
Emil Gibson, formerly of Sweden, 
now of Los Angeles, who is the au- 
thor of five great works on diet. 
food-chemistry, and has lectured 
widely on this subject in two con- 
tinents. 

So, entirely in the cause of peace,

Gibson on Mr. Ford's “Ideal” 
meals 


“Bee” I said, naively, Mr. Ford 
declares that his experts have de- 
cided (1) that the ideal breakfast 
should consist of fruits and a 
glass of milk 

Violent snort from Dr. Gibson. 
I ignored the interruption. 


“And (2) that the ideal noon 
lunch should consist of starches 
and fruits * 


Still! more violent snort from Dr. 
Gibson :

“Utterly fantastic. ridic- 
ulous!” remarked Dr. Gibson forc- 
ibly.

BRIDEGROOM’S ATTIRE 
According to this writer the Los 
Angeles youth topped his weddifg 
regalia with a yellow hat of vin- 
cina wool, which was abundantly 
8 with glass seed beada, 
while the underbrim of hie chap- 
peau was almost covered with rich 
lace. His jacket was of an “eany 
set,” of green satin. 
It. had large flaps of the same 
material, ite bullions being Mexi- 
can pegetas with the eagle on, the 


exterior. 
YELLOW WAISTCOAT 

His waistcoat was of yellow sat- 
in with pocket flaps buttoned up 
with gold dollars. Money evident- 
ly meant very Uttle in the lives of 
many of these settlers, fer descrip- 
tions of clothes for formal wear 
fairly ring with the sounds of the 
coins they used. This particular 
youth ig said to have worn very 
broad breeches of red velvet reach- 
ing to the knees and held tightly 
together, something like the pres- 
ent-day knickerbockers, with silver 
bucklea. 

Buckskin boots of natural tone 
were bound close to his knee 
where the breeches ended with 
green silk ‘ribbons formed into 
flower rosettes, with tassels hang 
ing down. Tipping the ends were 
little figures of cats, dogs and pup- 
pete made in glass Heads. Where 
the boot leg ended the  sharp- 
pointed shoes that turned upward 
at the points began. The shoes. 
outrageously fancy, were trimmed 
with tinsel ornaments formed like 
roses. His" cape of sky-blue cloth 
was lined with red, and there was 
an oval opening for the head, lined 
with black Velvet and shaped with 
a silver-fringed galloon about it. 


HAIR IN BRAIDS 
„ The bridegroom of earty days 
wore his hair in three braidd that 
fell upon his jacket. and the braids 
were tied at the end with large 
flower-shaped green ribbons. 

Quite different from the ge- 
counts found nowadays of the 
brides’ costumes is the short, terse 
which this particular 
histoMan gives regarding the 
young bride’s costume. Of her he 
says: 

“She wore yellow satin adorned 
in the lower part with green rib- 
bons, while satin shoes, with pointe 
also uptilted, were accompanied by 
flesh-colored stockings. She wore 
a black silk handkerchief about 
her head. a triangular shawl over 
her shoulders and artificial fowers 
completed her costume.” 


DRESS OF MEN 

The ordinary orthodox dress for 
men of this period, we are told. 
was a broad-brimmed hat of dark 
color with gilt figured band around 
the crown and lined under the rim 
with silk. He wore a silk or fig- 
ured calico jacket, open necked 
shirt, rich waistcoat if any. His 
pantalioons were gilt laced at the 
open sides below the knees and 
they were oftenest of velveteen or 
broadcloth. He wore white stock- 
inga, deerskin shoes of dark brown 
and much ornamented, red sash 
around the waist and poncho or 
serape. The latter was always a 
mark of rank or ef wealth of the 
owner and was usually black dr 
dark blue broadcloth with velvet 
trimmings. This serape was made 
in all kinds of elegant materials 
and a in lesser fabrics ranging 


down to the coarse ponche in Wer 
rious colors. 
WOMEN'S CLOTHES 

For the women of the orthodog 
dress consisted of gowns of silk 
crepe, calico and Uke materials. 
The gowns were usually made with 
short steeves and had loose waists 
wae without corsets.

earrings. 

They wore no bonnets at all.

He 
was the first white child there. 


WAS POSTMASTER HERE 

Eventually Mrs. Clarke was mar- 
ried to William G. Still and they; 

Mr. Stil 
Was postmaster of Los Angeles 
during the Civil War. Tt 18 or 
19 years of age, young Clarke 
established a boy's newspaper, 
Young America, in Los Angeles in | 
1859. He paid Henry Hamilton, | 
publisher of a weekly paper, 0 
a month to publish Young Ameri-| 
ca. It went on the rocks several 
months later.

TIME FROM WORK 


That women employees lose more 
than twice as much time as men 


employees is shown by a research 


conducted by Harry W. Hepner of 
Syracuse University, to be reported 
in the next issue of the Journal of 
Personnel Research. A large in- 
dustrial concern, in considering the 
equalization of salaries for ita men 
and women office employees, made 
relative 
amount of absence of men and 
women. It was found that over a 
period of three months the feml- 
nine employees lost more than 6 
per cent of their working time by 
absence while only slightly more 
than ? per cent was lost by the 
men. Both serves worked under 
exactly the same office conditions. 
As a result of the study this par- 
ticular company decided that its 
salaried women employees did not 
deserve the same y as men, even 
when they hold the same kind of 
positions.

NAUMKEAG MILLS _ 
OPERATING 85 YEARS 


The first cotton mills in New 
Englahd were started a little over 
106 years ago, and were invariably 
built beside some river where there 
was sufficient water power to turn 
the wheels of the machinéry, and 
where the moist air from the fall- 
ing water would give the correct 
atmospheric conditions for spin- 
ning and weaving the cotton fibers. 

But some eighty-five years ago 
a progressive mill engineer thought 
that a cotton mill might be suc- 


cessfully run by steam power, and 
he further thought that if situated 


close to the sea the rise and fall 


of the tides would create the same 
moist condition of the air as ob- 
tains along a water course and 
following out these ideas: the 
Naumkeag Steam Cotton Company 
was built beside the famous harbor 
of historic old Salem. The en- 
gineer’s theory proved correct and 
the Naumkeag Mills began opera- 
tions in 1845 and have been run- 
ning successfully ever since.

At least there is sufficient loyalty 
to the star to swing a considerable 
segment of the public to the the- 
ater if the play happens to be me- 
diocre. 

„In the old days New York went 
to see John Drew without taking 
much thought of the nature of the 
comedy in which he happened to 
be appearing. The good plays ran 
a little longer than the poor ones, 
but Drew and half a dozen other 
stars were sure of eight or ten 
weeks on Broadway, regardiess of 
their endowment at the hands of 
the drematist. 

The days of star worship are 
gone. Lionel Barrymore has ap- 
peared in plays which ran far 
longer than any venture in which 
his distinguished uncle was en- 
gaged, but Lionel also has partici- 
pated in complete failures, un- 
known in the years when a John 
Drew season was almort as much 
assured of a regular tenure as an 
opera program. Once it was be- 
lieved that Ethel Parrymore could 
attract the passers-by no matter 
what press and public said about 
her play. But that is no longer 
true. When Miss Barrymore played 
Juliet a season or so ago she failed 
as quickly and as completely as if 
she were an unknown actress who 
had ventured upon Broadway. And 
again her personal popularity car- 
ried little we'ght when st under- 
took the revival of “The Secon4 
Mrs. Tanqueray.“ 


JOHN SECURE 

Her brother Lionel has gone 
through a year failing consistently 
from the financial point of view 
in spite of the fact that his is 
among the most famous of names 
in the American theater. Possibly 
John Barrymore can lure patrons 
into his show saop without regard 
to the commodity which he offers. 
That remains to be proved. He 
has ventured here only rarely of 
late and never with a play which 
was wholly displeasing in itself. 

After her terrific success as 
Juliet, a success following hard on 
the heels of Ethel Barrymore's 
failure, Jane Cowl may well have 
felt that she had won an estab- 
lished position as the leading act- 
ress of the American theater. She 
would have been justified, I think, 
in enterteining that notion. Al- 
though she played much trash 
through several years, her Shakes- 
pearean experiment was flood-tide 
mark in the theater. But New 
York would not have Miss Cow! as 
Cleopatra and was equally indif- 
ferent when she fled into one of’ 
those supposedly surefire ventures 
concerning sex and sin.

MEMORY SHORT 

The playgoer’s memory is of 

the vaguest. It is almost impossi- 


ble for any actor to build up a 
reputation bit, by bit. On the con- 


to leap into acclaim and adulation 
with some one performance. And 
afte: that he can be forgotten just 
as quickly if he does not happen 
to have the luck of getting anoth- 
er success for his next season. 
Generally speaking, these con- 
ditions are bad for the art of 
acting. It is a profession just about 
as precarious as riding in a six- 
day bicycle race. Tumble once, 
and the other competitors have 
gone on beyond you, generally 
bumping over the prostrate body 
as they pass. Of course, not every- 
thing in the forgetfulness of the 
playgoers works against the ac- 
tors’ weal. There are some ad- 
vantages. Failures fade out of 
memory just as quickly as suc- 
cesses. Miss Pauline Lord, after 
much brilliant work in Broadway 
hits, was presented in a piece 
called “Launzi,” in which she was 
badly miscast. It was her misfor- 
tune to be asked to play an in- 
sane girl some 17 or 18 years of 
age. The public disliked the in- 
sanity and found it hard to ac- 
cept Miss Lord as truly of the 
age required by the part. The play 
eollapsed disastrously. Now. in 
“They Knew What They Wanted,” 
Pauline Lord is giving the most 
applauded performance of her ca- 
reer. Probably not 1 per cent of 
those who flock to see her have 
any recollection whatseever of 
the disastrous adventure in “Laun- 
zi."

Where are the new screen writ- 
ers coming from? 

Win the future scenarists of the 
screen be recruited from the maga- 
Zine field, will they be well-known 
authors or will they emerge from 
the ranks of the motion-picture 
workers? The question of future 
scenarists has always proven a bit 
puzzling to the producers, who 
have been training screen writers 
in every conceivable manner.

“Individuals can be picked and 
trained in the business of writing 
for the screen,” sald Lighton.

How- 
ever, a youth will never be able 
to jump out of his classes and 
start working on adaptations and 
writing original screen plays.

I 
firmly belleve that future scenar- 
iste will come from the ranks of 
the workers in the motion-picture 
business. It only through work- 
ing in a studio that a person learns 
showmanship, which is one of the 
greatest essentials in writing for 
the screen.”

“Action itself merely constitutes 
a means to an end, and real 
dramatic quality is only present 
when the ultimate end is plainly 
in view. Thus, it is only when the 
action is the result of deliberation, 
however short—of some particular 
line of thought induced by cir- 
cumstances—that its true force is 
felt or understood by the audience. 
“Impulsive action, while often 
very pleasing from a purely pic- 
torial standpoint, is far less ef- 
fective than the mastery of self: 
and the repression of action is 
usually more fraught with mean- 
ing, and with real drama, than the 
action itself. Violent weeping. if 
shown on the screen, rarely proves 
effective; but the depiction of a 
character, sitting dry-eyed under 
stress of a great sorrow, is often 
powerful in ite effect on the spec- 
tator. It is the force of self-con- 
trol, of restraint, of quiet accep- 
tance of circumstances, and of the 
mastery of impulse. 
“When a character suppresses 
hie natural tendencies, and per- 
haps silently endures many injus- 
tices, the audience is in thorough 
sympathy with his eventual re- 
course to direct action. The causes

MILLIONS IN SNUFF 

Each of three United States 
companies whose securities are 
traded in on the New York Ex- 
change are reported to have 
earned, last year, over $2,000,000 
through the sale and manufacture 
of snuff The consumption of 
snuff in this country is almost three 
times as great as in 1900. Gov- 
ernment figures show that there 
was consumed in this country last 
year a total of 383,973,286 pounds of 
snuff, while the domestic output 
in 1900 was only 13,806,311 
pounds. Much of the increase is 
due to the extensive use of ma- 
chinery in manufacture, making 
possible the output of a standard, 
uniform product, superior to the 
old hand-made brands. Snuff is 
simply tobacco in pulverized form, 
scented and sweetened to sult va- 
rious tastes. The method of use 
has changed in modern times. In- 
stead of snuffing the powder 
through the nose it is now large- 
ly weed as a chewing or rubbing 
mixture. Its use is confined large- 
ly to the South and Southwest. If 
this habit continues to grow we 
may expect our uplifters to inaugy- 
rate a. crusale for the prohibition 
of snuff.—[St. Joseph News Press.

an unusual period of realty de- 
velopment this spring, 4500 acres 
of raw land being worked, more 
than at any time in the history of 
the area except in 1920 when this 
section became prominent as &a 
grape-growing area.

TO BE CLOSED BY COMMISSION 


{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH} 
. SACRAMENTO, May 23.—The only break in the pavement 
between San Francisco and San Diego, via the Coast Highway, is 
going to be closed by the California Highway Commission. it is 
announced dy Chairman Harvey M. Toy. Bids have been asked 
for two bridges at Pismo Beach, San Luis Obispo county, the first 
step in the elimination of a dangerous curve and an unpaved 
section of the highway at this point. 

Because of the problem involved in eliminating a dangerous 
stade crossing of the Southern Pacific Railroad just south of 
Pismo, a short section of the highway never has been paved. 
To eliminate the curve and make the improvement possible, the 
commission is condemning a right of way on a direct line, which’ 
shortens the distance 1680 feet and eliminates five curves. 

An overhead crossing will be built over the rallroad and a 
new bridge constructed across Villa Creek. This is the work for 
which bids have Ween asked; necessary grading will come later. 

San Luis Obispo county is contributing $25,000 toward the 
cost of the project, the States share of which will be defrayed 
with Federal aid.

GASOLINE 


{Note—This is the fourth of a 
series of articles on the history and 
romance of gasoline, prepared by 
the Union Ol Company cf Califor- 
nia for the readers of The Times 
Automobile Section.) 

The last century has been one of 
science and invention. During the 
100 years just past there has been 
a far greater advance in mechanics 
and chemistry than during all the 
centuries since the Christian era. 
A great amount of credit for this is 
due to petroleum, yet this sub- 
stance was known for probably 
4000 years without there having 
been any appreciable advance 
made in its development and use. 

American inventive genius—Yan- 
kee curilosity—probably had more 
to do with this rapid development 
than any other factor. Compara- 
tively only a few years elapsed 
from the introduction of petro- 
leum to the American colonists by

Roche d@Allion, to the oil springs 
of what is now the State of New 
York. 

In 1748, a» Russian haturalist 
named Peter Kalm, visited North 
America and in hid report of the 
travels, published on his return, 
showed a map giving the location 
of oil springs on 011 Creek, Penn- 
ayivania. 

Petroleum as a medicine was 
merchandised by the Indians and . 
later by traveling “medicine men” 
as Seneca oil and was obtained 
near Lake Seneca in New York. 
B. Silliman, writing in the 
American Journal of Science in 
tme year 1833. thus describes the 
method of procuring the oi’: 


ONCE “SKIMMED” PETROLEUM 


“The oll spring, or fountain, rises 
in the midst of a marshy ground; 
it is- a muddy and dirty pool ‘of 
about eighteen feet in diameter. 
The water is covered with a thin 
layer of petroleum, giving it a foul 
appearance as if coated with dirty 
molasses, having a yellowish-brown 
coior. They collect the petroleum 
by skimming it like cream from a 
milk pan. For this purpose they 
use a broad, flat board, made thin 
at one edge like a knife. It is 
moved fiat upon and just under the 
surface of the water, and is soon 
covered by a thin coating of the 
petroleum, which is so thick and 
adhesive that it does not fall off, 
but ie removed by scraping the in- 
strument on the lip of a cup. 

“It has then a very foul appear- 
ante, like very dirty tar or mo- 
lasses, but it is purified by heating 
and straining it while hot through 
flannel or other woolen stuff. It is 
used by the people of the vicinity 
for spraine and rheumatism and 
for sores on their horses, it being 
in both cases rubbed upon the part.

FOUND IN WEST VIRGINIA 


The first gathering of petroleum 
on a campaeratively large scale re- 
sulted from its discovery in con- 
nection with brine wells in West 
Virginia. The petroleum inter- 
fered greatly with the operators 
of these wells from which brine 
was obtained for the purpose of 
evaporating for the salt. Petro- 
leum was Commonly found on the 
surface in these brine districts and 
was considered a good indication of 
the occurrence of the latter. Its 
presence very often resulted in the 
abandonment of the wells as salt 
was then considered of far greater 
value than this foul-smelling by- 
product.

General Grant National Park is 
California's newest and smallest 
national playground.

Before and since that 
time the great primeval! forest sur- 
rounding it has been in greater 
part logged off, so that today the 
four square miles of General Grant 
Park are an oasis of nature amid 
the destruction wrought by man. 
Congress created the park to pre: 
ree

largest in the grove, was named in 
honor of the general while he was 
in command of the armies of the 
United States in 1867. 

Aside from its numerous mon- 
ster Sequoias, pines, firs and other 
forest trees, Sequola National Park 
has e unexplored caves; each 
with its own peculiar attractions. 
When. funds are available they will 
be developed and explored thor- 
oughly,. that accurate eatimates 
may be made of their size and 
beapty. Visitors ate forbidden to 
enter without special permission 
from the superintendent's office. 
Park rangers are often assigned 
as guides to take parties through 
the caves. These caverns are 
Palmer Cave, discovered by Jos- 
eph Palmer, trapper and hunter. 
in 1872; Clough Cave, discovered 
by William O. Clough, miner and 
prospector, 1885; Paradise Cave, 
discovered H. H. Harmon, 
farmer, 1901: Marble Cave, discov- 
ered in 1906 by Ralph Hopping. 
park concessioner, and Walter Fry, 
park ranger, and Crystal Cave, dis- 
covered in 1918 by A. I. Medley 
and C. M. Webster, employees of 
the park at that time. Their de- 
velopment and opening to the pub- 
lic ig expected te become one of 
the many wonderful attractions of 
the region. 


ANIMALS NEARLY TAME 
The view of the Great Divide 
from Moro Rock in Sequola Na- 
tional Park is said to closely re- 
semble in magnificence the gran- 
deur of the Swiss mountains. Both 
parks abound with numerous 
points of historic interest. The na- 
ture lover finds enjoyment in the 
deer, which peep timidly from be- 
hind the trees or dash across fhe 
road in front of their care. Bears 
emulate those of “Goldilocks” 
fame, robbing autos of lunch or 
helping themselves to favored mor- 
sels from visitors who forget to 
properly hide the ham, bacon or 
sugar at night.

mardino Valley in the early days, 
due to the frequent raids. 

Much, however, can be ald of 
this particular tribe, for as civili- 
gation surged its way across the 
continent to the west coast, Mo- 
jave Indians were among the first 
te adjust themselves, many of 
them were employed in the build- 
ing of the Santa Fe Rallroad in 
the early "70s, and the remnants of 
this tribe today are all actively en- 
gaged in agricultural pureuits.

At times through the sands of Ne- 
vada he had to use the floor boards 
of the car to get traction enough 
to move the vehicle forward a few 
feet at a time. His only map was 
a Union Pacific Raliway guide.

Dr. Johnson was fond of veal 
pie. but he would not have 
recommended it to athiétes in 
training. Paavo Nurmi, who 
makes light of dietary rules, has 
learned at last that there is some- 
thing in them. His defeat in the 
§000-meter race by Ritola was due 
co indigestion caused by eating 
heartily of veal three hours de- 
fore he ran. It happened after 
breaking thirty world records un- 
der conditions that stamped him 
as the greatest runner in record- 
ed time. 

Had the Finnish champion eaten 
the veal five hours before he toed 
the scratch, he might have won. 
But veal cannot be recommended 
as a food for athletes on the day 
of a race, nor at any other timé. 
American trainers prefer mess 
of easier digestion and limited in 
quantity, with plenty of vegetables 
and = fruits. Particularly they 
favor light dishes just before a 
contest. If the process of diges- 
tion is still making demands upon 
an athiete’s heart, he cannet be 
at his best. 9 

Nurmi as a boy was a vegetar- 
lan and forbidden tea and coffee. 
He did—not take enough protein 
into his system and wisely changed 
his diet. He turned to meats to fit 
him for the running field. At 
20 he began to drink coffee. The 
chemists would urge that he give 
it up if he wants to take on all 
comers, 

It seems to be the Finn's boast 
that he can train on any food and 
keep his form. He bas been seen 
eating an apple between races. The 
stories of his meals on the road 
and at railroad restaurants dis- 
may dietitians.

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Fall Forest Fire Cause of Spring Flood 


Mountains Denuded of Trees and Brush, Orange Orchards Deluged by 
Torrents; Damage Estimated at Two Hundred Dollars an Acre 


N THE last day of August, 1924, a 

beautiful Sunday afternoon, a Los An- 

geles baker, on an outing with his 
family in San Gabriel canyon, struck 3 
match to light a cigdrette and carelessly 
flipped away the match. Five thousand 
men battled for weeks to conquer the 
sweeping line of flame, after it had laid 
bare thousands of acres of the Angeles for- 
est north of Azusa, Buarte, Monrovia, and 
Sierra Madre. 

On the third day of April, 1926, a dark 
and stormy Saturday morning, it rained in 
torrents. Sawpit wash, through the west 
edge of Duarte, became a rushing river; a 
drainage canal was clogged with dirt and 
debris; canal banks broke, and dozens of 
ranches in Lower Duarte were flooded. 


That former could be the direct cause 
ot the Atter is hardly understandable to 
the care-free tourist who rambles through 
the beautiful groves beneath the towering 
Sierras, or the new resident, fresh from the 
broad plains of the Middle West; but it is 
no mystery to the veteran citrus fruit 
grower in the valley. He knows only too 
well the peril of those barren ridges fifteen 
miles to the north. 

It is not the many fine trees that become 
charred stimps in the path of the blase, 
nor loss of foliage and vines that give col- 
or to the mountain scenery, but destruc- 
tion of that hidden blanket of brush and 
shrubbery and matted leaves that spelled 

peril and tells the story of the Lower 
' Dua flood—a story that had not been 


In the normal course of nature’s scheme, 
when the mountains are covered with this 
sponge-like carpet, the winter's pelting rain- 
drops are caught and held, to pass slowly 
inte the earth and work their way, through 
subterranean channels, into the great under- 
ground basins beneath the valley. The 
valley cities and ranch irrigation com- 
panies sink their well shafts into these ba- 
sins and, during the following summer 
months, these raindrops are brought up to 
satisfy municipal needs and ranch irriga- 
tion necessities. Thus n nature’s sormal 
cycle completed. 

But along comes a man with a match in 
his hand and the great natural forces whic 
normally strive to serve mankind are turn 
into demons of destruction. The mountains 
denuded, shed water like the proverbial 
duck’s back. A few minutes of heavy rain 
starts a rivulet down the bottom of every 
little ravine far back in the mountains, 
several little ravines open into a larger 
guich and the stream swells, several gulch- 
es empty into a canyon, several canyons 
pour the water from a huge watershed in- 
to one big outlet canyon. By the time it 
reaches the foothills an inky, swirling, 
gnawing torrent, carrying destructive mas- 
ses of rock, ash, silt, and debris of every 
kind from the charred mountain sides, is 
turned loose through a shallow wash into 
the valley. 

The force of such a stream is almost un- 
believeable. At Deer Park, near the head 
of Monrovia Canyon, a seventy-five-ton rock 
was moved three hundred yards by the re- 
cent torrent.

A recent comparison of acreage 
for districts in the coast area of California 
made by Thomas Chalmers, deputy com- 
missioner of horticulture, with headquarters 
in Santa Maria, shows that this section 
now leads with 3422 acres. Salinas comes 
second with 2500. Los Angeles is next 
with 2200. Hollister-Watsonville is fourth 
with 2000 and Ventura reports 1800 acres. 

Packing-houses have been erected at the 
two ice plants in Santa Maria in recent 
months and commission firms are loading 
cars here for the first time since the launch- 
ing of the vegetable industry in the valley. 
Both ice plants are operating to capacity 
and adding to their reserve supplies for 
the rush season now rapidly approaching. 
The Puritan Ice Company at Guadalupe re- 
cently completed an addition to care for 
the demand of the shippers at that point. 


Commission firms in this valley are tak- 
ing great pride in the excellent quality of 
the lettuce grown and a great demand is 
being reported from consumers in the East- 
ern cities, as well as in Southern Califor- 
nia, for the product grown here. Santa 
Maria Valley lettuce goes upon the market 
shotriy after the Imperial Valley crop has 
been harvested and commands good prices. 

OTHER VEGETABLES 

Growing of other vegetables has attracted 
attention of the local ranchers and commis- 
sion men the past twelve months. A total 
of 389 acres of caulifiower is reported for 
the district during the past season and this 
acreage resulted in th eshipment of 164 
carioads. It is predicted that the acreage 
in caulifower will be increased next 
season to a large extent. 

Peas rank next in the acreage for this 
section with 119 acres for the present 
spring. Onions are running strong with 
101 acres and other vegetables are given as 


follows: carrots, 84 acres; cabbage, 46; po- | Similar 


tatoes, 40. The following figures for last 
year offered a basis of estimates for other 
crops: strawberries, 37; celery, 33; cw 
cumbers, 21; spinach, 11; chicory, 12; 
string beans, 8; artichokes, 8; and turnips, 
7. A total of 167 acres of tomatoes was 
also reported for 1924 the first time this 
important vegetable has been grown here 
on a commercial scale. Tomatoes . here 
have been of good quality and an in- 
creased acreage is assured for this year. 

Growers are predicting great things for 
the growing of celery in the Santa Maria 
Valley. Fourteen carloads were shipped 
from this district the past season. 

A summary of a survey conducted for 
the past year shows that of 49,174 acres 
of land harvested in the entire Santa Maria 
Valley in the last twelve months, 12,918 
were irrigated, showing the increase in ir-

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irrigation, so far as thé 
growing of beets is concerned, the presence 
of an abundance of moisture in the ground 
at this time will be a great help to the 
growers. 

Preparations have gone forward at a 
rapid rate for the planting of beans in the 
valley and the abundant spring rains as- 
sure bumper crops even on the land that 
is to be dry farmed. Last year the beans 
grown without irrigation hardly paid for the 
seed. Santa Maria Valley ranchers are be- 
ing converted to the plan of crop diversi- 
fication and it is predicted that within the 
next few years but few of the old “single 
crop” farmers will be in evidence. 

With the spread of the vegetable-growing 
industry in the valley, a number of commis- 
sion firms have established packing houses 
in Santa Maria as well as Guadalupe. Firms 
now packing in Santa Maria are the Ameri- 
can Fruit Company, Steinhart-Kelley Com- 
pany, Richman & Samuels and the Sawdey 
California Company. Commission firms in 
Guadalupe now active in the vegetable in- 
dustry include the W. M. Watson Company, 
Sawdey-Hunt; Armbruster Company, Trac 
ey Waldron Company, Oalifornia Fruit 
Growers Inc.; Coast Line Produce Com- 
pany, Guadalupe Produce Company, The 
Ward Fruit Company and the American 
Fruit Company. The firm of Guy Rice 4 
Company is packing at Betteravia. The 
Rice Company recently constructed a shed 
on the Santa Maria Valley Railroad at the 
Betteravia station. 

Great fields of vegetables are now rapid- 
‘ly replacing the large acreage of beans and 
barley, formerly the staple crops through- 
out Northern Santa Barbara county, and 
it is freely predicted by commission men 
and experts on the growing of vegetables, 
that this entire section will before many 
years be converted from ordinary farm and 
ranch land to the production of lettuce, 
caulifiower, celery tomatoes other 
crops. 


To Cut Big Ranch Into

VICTORVILLE.—Marking an important 
step in the development of the Mojave river 
area north of Cajon Pass, work has been 
started on the subdivision and settlement 
of a 4000-acre tract of land owned by the Ar- 
rowhead Lake Company near Oro Grande.

R. B. Corcoran, a Phoenix cotton factor, 
declares that he believes the short cotton 
crop of Salt River Valley last season was 
due primarily to wasteful use of irrigation 
water and not to atmospheric aridity. He 
says that after the cotton plant had 
a good start in growth, “it shoul be 
stunted, rather than pushed by irrigation, 
in order that the plant may mature large 
bolls, rather than run to bush.” This 
doctrine is being generally preached this 
year, with advice to make the plant push 
downward for moisture from irrigation be- 
fore planting.

It is supposed by many prospectors, “sour- 
doughs” and “chechakos” alike, that the 
original treasure house of the Klondike dis- 
trict is a butte known variously as “The 
Dome“ and “King Solomon's Dome,” on the 
slopes of which are the headwaters of gold- 

streams like Bonanza, El Dorado, 
Hunker, Dominion, Gold Bottom and Sul- 
phur. “The Dome” itself, however, never 
has shown any sensational ‘yield in quartz- 
gold. 


Considered by another group of miners 
as the immediate source of much of the 
creek gold is the “White Channel.“ This 
is a gold-laden strata of glacial gravel un- 
der the country, through which some of 
the creeks just named have apparently cut 
their way carrying rich gold values to the 
icy bedrock below streambeds. 

Still another theory for the origin of the 
Klondike gold I instinctively felt I was due 
to hear when last week my old friend Tom 
Kaltag dropped in for a visit following his 
laconic telegram stating among other things 
that he was prepared to give me a “good 
and sufficient reason for everything.”

The list is not 
as long as the modern ones, but it is more 
picturesque. 

“Now let us see what was used in other 
days. Of necessity, the quotations must 
be brief, 

“Bagellardus, in 1472, in the first printed 
book on diseases of children, writes: ‘Now 
the judgment of many authorities is that an

“And this is true and is approved. Ina 
like manner, some authorities assert that 
if one were to burn a prickly pig or hedge- 
hog and give some of the dust to drink, it 
suddenly removes the epilepsy.’ 

“Writing in 1923, Dr. X, whom I will not 
name, as it would only mean an advertise- 
ment, advised ‘a lymph compound injected 
twice a week.’ Later on we learn that this 
compoynd is “orchitic fluids, extracts from 
lymphatic glands, spinal cord and brain.’ 
Every day in addition, the patient is to take 
thyroid extract. 


“Another book says: ‘According to Sa- 
jeus, the principle in the treatment of epi- 
lepsy is to activate the catabolism of spas- 


-mogenic wastes through the adrenal system. 


Thyroid is a stimulator of adrenal activity, 
etc.” 

In 1473, Metlinger gave the following sug- 
gestion to increase the flow of milk: ‘She 
should also eat the udder or bag of goats 
and sheep that have given milk.’ Thomas 
Phaer, 1545, in his ‘Boke of Chyldren’ says, 
among other things: ‘The pouder of earth- 
worms dryed and dronken in a broth of 
a neates tongue, is a singular experiment 
for the same intent.’ 

‘“The modernists have just about caught 
up with this idea. The present teaching of 
the venders of glands and of some physi- 
cians is that placental extract, given either 
alone or with corpus lutein, mammary 
gland extract or pituitary extract, has the 
effect of a galactogogue. The use of pla- 
centa substance is based on Hammett's 
work, which needs careful repetition. Now 
Hammett claimed that it acts only during 
the establishment of lactation, that is, the 
first few days after the birth of the child, 
and he specifically states that it has no in- 
fluence on lactation later on. There must 
be an enormous profit in selling placenta 
tablets to mothers with a deficient milk 
supply, as a large proportion of American 
mothers are afflicted by this evidence of 
=e Overcivilization—or, shall we say, the lack 
=m, of it? 

“If space permitted, many interesting an- 
—— of ancient, medieval and modern 
practice could be cited; but since it does 
not, let us look for a moment at some of 
the vagaries of present-day advertisers. 

“For senile dementia: Whole pituitary, 
thymus, thyroid, glycerophosphate of cal- 
clum and sodium together with Ext. (7) 
lymphatic glands, testes, brain and spinal 
cord and a few other drugs. These agent 
will apparently cure almost everything, but 
are especially recommended for disturb- 
ances (kind not stated) of adolescence, de- 
mentia praecox, loss of memory, lack of 
cerebral development in children, epilepsy, 
all forms of fundamental deterioration, idio- 
cy and imbecility. The second combina- 
tion is recommended three times a day in 
infantile paralysis, while the first cures pa- 
ralysia agitans, and by some curious coln- 
cidence syringomelia. 

“Printing and postage cost money, so some 


must recommend and buy, and presumably 
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reputable pharmacists traffic in these nos-, 
trums. The credulity of the human animal 
passes all understanding!

uously are the most cautious in interfering 
with its action by putting into it substances 
whose effects they little understand. But 
‘Fools rush in where, angels fear to tread. 


“In a case of thyroid deficiency, the prop 
er dosage can be determined only by the ob- 
servations of a skilled clinician; and what 
is the right dose today may be the wrong 
dose tomorrow. A true physician knows his 
limitations. But read the literature that 
comes in every mail and from every part 
of the country. A man who may actually 
have the degree of doctor of medicine 
sits in his swivel chair and tells 
with unfailing accuracy (so he says) just 
exactly the number of grains or quarter of 
grains of suprarenal or testes or pituitary 
or what not that will infallibly render John 
Jones, who dwells in a distant city and suf- 
fers from lack of energy and low blood 
pressure, a healthy, potent male. 

“The same man, and there are many of 
his ilk, will tell you just how much mam 
mary gland, ovary or placenta Mrs. Jane 
Doe must take to have a plentiful secretion 
of milk or to relieve the manifold symp- 
toms incident to her menopause. For ev- 
ery symptom there is a gland or a mixture 
of glands or a dried organ that will afford 
relief; not immediate relief, it is true, for 
that would kill the goose that lays the gold 
en egg, but if used assiduously at so many 
dollars a box a cure must follow as the night 
the day. 

“Before long, as in the days of old, each 
symptom will have its numbered specific, 
an intermediary such as a physician will not 
be needed; and what is now sold to gullible 
doctora ere long will be sold to a guilible 
public. Little books of homeopathic spe- 
cifies used to be printed for gratuitous dis- 
tribution to a drug-loving populace. They 
may still be passed around for aught 1.

The civilization 
that Abraham left behind to follow his great 
dream with the wilderness was the highest 
of its day, and the sacrifice that he made 
was a great one. How great this culture 
was modern archeological investigationa, 
begun seventy or eighty years ago but only 
now coming to full fruition, are beginning 
to show.

Dietetics for the Thin 


I have read quite a number of health 
articles lately in which the writers state 
“Eat and Grow Fat.” Personally I think 
that this phrase can be very much over- 
worked in the wrong direction. 

No thin perzon is ever going to get in 
perfect bodily condition by just eating with- 
out exercising and developing his physique. 
There is no doubt that a well-balanced 
nourishing diet can add materially to health, 
but I have found that the thin person 
doesn’t assimilate his food properly, and 
this is mainly through lack of chest and 
diaphragm development, and all-around ex- 
ercise, 

Another thing, when a thin person who 
hasn't a knowledge of dietetics reads about 
eating more, he is certainly apt to put the 
whole works out of order. Before I go any 
further let me tell you a really true little 
story. 

I went into a drug store one day and 
was sitting at the soda fountain counter 
having a glass of buttermilk. Next to me 
Was a young girl. I saw her face reflected 
in the mirror in front of me. She looked 
awfully fagged out and unhealthy looking, 
and true as true, this is what she was eat- 
ing: A big toasted club sandwich with 
bacon, mayonnaise and everything that goes 
with it, and a chocolate ice cream malted 
milk. 


First of all she took 4 bite of the sand- 
wich. Then she took gobs of the ice cream 
malted milk. I nearly fell off the stool and 
thought that perhaps my eyes were deceiv- 
ing me, but no, there she was going at it 
like hammer and tongs. Imagine, ice 
cream, bacon and mayonnaise in one mouth- 


I just wish 1 could make the thin girts 
understand what fifteen minutes of real er- 
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ercise would do for them. In the first place 
they would develop a good appetite, and 
their digestive organs would be in a con- 
dition to assimilate a good meal. 

It is essential not to mix certain different 
foods.

Of course reams and reams are being 
written about diet. It is a wonderful thing, 
but don't forget this, that exercise and 
plenty of it will help overcome a good many 
of the broken dietetic laws. 

If you are an underweight person get in 
the habit of eating plenty of dates, figs, 
prunes, nuts and eat them three or four or 
five or six times a day between meals. You 
will find that this will help quite a little. 
Don’t drink a lot of water with your meals, 
as this is apt to fill you up. Your digestive 
organs will then not get the full benefit of 
the juices. Eat as little meat as possible 
and make up on your proteins with cus- 
tards, good thick soups, bran mufiins, corn 
muffins and macaroni. 

The less meat you eat, the more you will 
find that you will be able to assimilate 
other highly nutritious foods. 

Don't forget to do those breathing exer 
cises of which I have written. Those of you 
who can afford, please take up a hobby of 
golf, tennis, dancing or swimming, which is 
the finest exercise in the world for thin 
persons.

Being next door to a vegetarian myself, 
that is, eating very little meat, naturally, 
whén I come to the city, I look around for 
the eating-place that will give me the best 
amount of wholesome vegetables, green and 
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otherwise. I found that many of the very 
best restaurants, owing to the tremendous 
prices they charge, feel that they must give 
as much fancy trimmings with their food 
as possible. 

Therefore, anyone looking for just plain 
vegetables, minus trimmings, will rarely 
find it at these high priced places so I be- 
took mie to the cafeterias. Here I found, 
as a general rule a most wonderful looking 
assortment of vegetables, and very little of 
it canned. So I said to myself, “This is 


the place for me, and I shall tell eyerybody 


that I know who is looking for well cooked 
vegetables, to go to a cafeteria.”

Why, oh, why, when they have gone to 80 
much trouble to give the people just what 
they ought to have, why do they take the 
salt-cellars, | empty them onto these 
beautiful vegetables, and into their well- 
made soups. 

Being a véry nornial and healthy person, 
I take little or no salt, which is as it should 
be. Only those people whose stomachs are 
not in healthy condition crave salt and con- 
diments. What always makes me jump fif- 
teen feet into the air is when somebody 
says, “Oh, Miss Kellerman, salt must be 
good, they give it to cows.” 

Now, to begin with, I am no cow, and 
secondly a cow only goes to the salt lick, 
when it is not being properly fed, and after- 
ward drinks a great deal of whter. It has 
been proven that the very best cows are 
those who never had a salt lick.
